Advices which officials believe to be 
perfectly trustworthy seem to _ indi- 
cate that the strife between the Huer- 
ta regime and the revolutionary ele- 
ments {s nearing a point where some 
definite conclusion !s to be reached. 

Information of this situation which 
was permitted to becc'me known was 
coupled with the authoritative state- 
ment that the United States was mak- 
Ing no additional naval or military 
preparations. : 

Reports of impending collapse of the 
Huerta regime are being talked over 
freely in official circles, though no 
official of the administration will per- 
mit his name to be coupled with 
them. All information made _ public 
was with the stipulation that it should 
not be represented as reflecting the 
views of the administration.

Cardenio F. King Dies Convict 
At Very Hour Faithful Friends 


Pardon for Him 


King Well Known in Atlanta, 
Where He Began Career. 


Convicted in Boston for 
Financial Fraud. 


Bridgewater, Mass., July 21.—A spec- 
tacular career was ended under pa- 
thetic circumstances when Cardemy F. 
King, once widely known as a finan- 
cler and newspaper publisher of Bos- 


ton, died 
here in the very hour that friends, 
aware of the approach of death, were 
making desperate efforts to obtain his 
pardon. 2 

Only a legal technicality prevented 
man. Word that his condition was 
hopeless was sent to Governor Foss 
at Boston this morning and soon aft- 
erwards Mrs. King and their four sons, 
who were at the bedside, recelved the 
WelcOme message that ihe governor 
had canvassed the members of his 
council and that a majority had con- 
sented to {mmediate clemency, 

King brightened perceptibly at the 
news. He was not told of the word 
recefved shortly after th-t Attorney 
-General Swift had re ‘ered an opin- 
by 


telephone. Later, however, a tel- 


don would be granted tomorrow, when 
the council had been ordered to eon- 
vene. Dr. Emerson, medical head of 
the state farm, hurried with the news 
to the hospital, but returned to an- 
nounce that King was dead. 
Convirted of Taking &22,000, 

King was convicted of obtaining 
$22,000 under false pretenses from per- 
sons who had intrusted him with funas 
for investment, and was sentenced to 
ten to fourteen years. In January, 
1909, he began his term at Charles- 
town, but became seriously ill and was 
removed here. A cChronle intestinal 
trouble still pursued him, and last 
night his condition suddenly became 
critical, 

A native of North Carolina, King 
| began his financial cperations in Bos- 
ton in 1904. In 1907 he vegan publi- 
cation of ‘he Boston Daily Tribute, but 
it was discontinued after several 
months. 

In 1908 King’s customers began ty 
complain that stocks for which they 
had sent him monev ha? -~* heen de- 
livered. Bankruptcy followed. . His 
liabilities were nearly $300,000 and as- 
sets less than $14.000. 

A warrant for King’s arrest was is- 
sued, but he disappeared. He was 
traced finally to Columbia, Ceylon, re- 
turned to Boston and surrendered in 
June, 1908. 

Sentence was pronounced upon him 
following a dramatic recital in which 
King declared he was innocent of any 
wrong intention. Tle closed by accus- 
ing Thomas W. Lawson, the Boston 


financier, of bringing him to financial 
ruin. 


King Well Known in Atlanta.

Mulhall Testifies the Indiana 
Man Was in the Pay of 
Manufacturers While Mem- 
ber of Congress. 


$250 A WEEK FOR WATSON 
AND PROMISE OF $10,000 


For This Money Mulhall Says 
Watson Agreed to Pass Bill 
for a Tariff Commission. 
Watson and Cabinet. 


Washington, July 21.—Martin M. 
Mulhall, late “lobbyist” for the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, swore today that former Con- 
gressman James E. Watson, of In- 
diana, was employed in 1908 while he 
was still a member of the house to 
help put through a Dill for a tariff 
commission. Mulhall testified that 
Watson was to receive retainer of 
$500, $250 a week while working for 
the bill and $10,000 If he got the meas- 
ure through congress. He did not 
Say who was to give the money. 

Wanted Watson in Cabinet. 

Mulhall’s letters dealt today largely 
with what the National Association of 
Manufacturers was going to do for 
former Congressman James E. Watson, 
of Indiana, toward getting him a place 
in President Taft's cabinet and of how 
the association began work for a tariff 
commission. According to the letters 
Mulhall, Schwedtman and eventually 
President Van Cleave and others high 
in the councils of the association 
wanted Watson in the post of secre- 


diatia, In one letter Mulhall wrete: 

“If. Mr...Watson-is selected for the 
appointment of secretary of commerce 
and labor he will be much more pow- 
erful in the cabinet of President Taft 
than he would-be as governor of the 
Sreat state of Indiana.” In another he 
said: “If he (Mr. Watson) was sec- 
retary of commerce and labor it would 
be to upbuild our splendid organization 
and would give us the greatest relief 
throughout the country that any man- 
ufacturer ever had in the history of the 
nation.” 

On January 25, 1909, D. M. Parry, 


one-time president of the association, | 


wrote to Mulhall: 

“I would perscnally feel just as safe 
with Mr. Watson in that job (secre- 
tary of commerce and labor) as for 
Mr. Van Cleave or myself to have 
the chair.” 

Urged Watson on Taft. 

The letters showed that Mulhall 
thought at least that Vice President 
Sherman, Speaker Cannon and many 
other prominent republicans were in- 
terested In Watson and that he had 
eventually become a more or less vpen 
candidate.. 

Mr. Sherman was quoted by Mulhall 
as being particularly desirous of help- 
ing Watson and promised to use all his 
influence with Mr. Taft to get the job. 
Senator Knox, who became secretary 
of state under Taft, was to be talked 
to about Watson by manufacturers and 
they were tv make every effort to urge 
the appointment through committees 
rand through members of the senate and 
house. 

All ‘through the day the letters told 
of the interest of Mulhall in a tariff 
commission. He swore that he was In- 
strycted to find out the views of every 
member of the house and most sena- 
tors on this matter and letters were 
read giving the standing of scores o! 
them. He finally mixed Watson up 
with the commission. 

“I believe that Mr. Watson was em- 
ployed by the committee of 100 of the 
tariff commission, when it was cre-. 
ated,” he swore, “and paid a certain 
amount of meney per week for his 
services while he was here in Wash- 
ington for that committee. 

“I Know at that meeting here this 
arrangement was made, they set a 
price on Mr. Watson of $500 for a 
retainer. Mr. Tmery set that price 
by applying to Mr. Kerby and th.

Plan,” gaid J. K. Orr, commenting on 
the hundreds of indorsements which 
are pouring In to L. C. Green, chairman 
of the chamber of commerce committee 
which has as its objective a public 
comfort station. 

Haralson Bleckley has submitted to 
the chamber committee tentative plans 
for a structure to~be erected- in the 
heart of the city, and the project has 
aroused Such enthuSiasm that those 
interested believe the building will Le 
in the process of construction before 
the end of the year. 

The plans provide for a comfort sta- 
tion which will be a permanent fea- 
ture of Atlanta, bullt of concrete or 


brick. The specifications call for a 
frontage of 36 feet and a depth of 46 
feet.

Cartoonist Gregg has accurately ex- 


pressed the situation in today’s Constitu- 


tion. Mr. Williston is right. The state 
cannot afford to make an issue of perfune- 
tory Bible reading until it purges itself 


with regard to the country school teachers. 
He is right, too, when he says no legisla- 
ture .can afford to underwrite abstract 
morality until it corrects Georgia’s dishon- 
est tax system. 

These are some plain facts regarding the 
proposal to decree the reading of the Bible 
in the common schools of Georgia, and they 
dval with just one phase of the situation. 
The other is handled also by Mr. Williston, 
and by two well-known advocates of organ- 
ized religion in Georgia, the Rev. H.R, 
Bernard, secretary of the board.of co-opera- 
tion of the Georgia Baptist convention, and 
auditor of the convention's mission board; 
and by the Rev. J. D. Winchester, evangel- 
ist lor the Georgia Baptist Mission board. 
These men are, naturally, zealous advocates 
of their denomination. But they resent as 
dangerous, undemocratic and subversive of 
true religion the mixing of church and 
State, Or anything that savors of force in 
the process of proselyting. Mr. Bernard 
expresses it vividly when he declares that 
if the bill becomes a law “you will find that 
you have dug up more snakes than you 
will ever be able to kill.” 

Mr. Williston directs ‘attention to a 


point that should challenge thought among 


all denominations. He refers to The Con- 
stitution’s report of the views of the 
preachers of Atlanta on the movement. The 
denominations cited are wide apart as the 
poles on the proposition. And there are 
apparently irreconcilable internal differences 
within more than one of the denominations, 
If this is true in just one city and at this 
early stage of the proceedings, what bitter- 
ness and dissension may not develop if the 
bill becomes a law and the whole state is 
involved? 

If mere agitation has Precipitated these 
differences, what may not be expected from 
application? Is there any guarantee that 
the state may not become the theater of 
religious feuds of ineradicable Nature and 
doing more harm to genuine religion than 
all the churches can stamp out? 

In justice to all concerned, we doubt if 
this movement begun with due considera- 
tion of the gravity of the matter. Un- 
doubtedly, the bill is well-intentioned. But 
that is all that can be said in its behalf. 


THE EXTRA-LEGAL LENIENCY. 


The startling action of a grand jury in 


Kansas City precipitates almost 4a new or 
at least an infrequent feature in our juris- 
prudence, and that .s what may be called 
extra-legal lenfency. A defendant had been 
indicted for and convicted of murder. The 
evidence was- direct. There wag not the 
slightest doubt in the minds of any one of 
the jurymen of his guilt. 

Upon the finding and delivering of a 
verdict of acquittal, which amazed the 
courtroom, the foreman asked permission ‘o 
speak to the prisoner. He told the latter 
that the jury was satisfied as to his guilt, 
but they, its membe:., believed he deserved 
another chance. Would he agree to mend 
his ways and look after his old mother if 
that chance was forthcoming? Of course, 
in the predicament of the defendant, there 
was bul one answer to such a question. He 
walked out a free man, with not even a 
suspended sentence over his head. 

The sanity of proceedure of this nature 
is open to question. The offender had 
shown himself to be an individual of disso- 
Jute habits and violent temperament. If he 
had yielded to the influences 
once, there was no guarantee that he would 
not do so again. It is easy to understand 
that the average- jury, moved by compas- 
sion, might have been induced to think a 
hew try at life would be to his benefit 

And that is where our present 
system of jurisprudence falls down. If the 
man showed elements of compunction and 
tractability, he ought to-have been given 
the opportunity to show the faith that was 
At the same time, dis- 
tinctly the duty of the law, acting through 
the jury, to conserve the interests of so- 
ciety. This could have been done had the 
man been placed either under suspended 
sentence or indeterminate sentence. But it 
appears wrong and a subversion of the 
deterrent function of justice to free a con-

What is the matter with the capitalists 
of Georgia and the farmers of north Geor- 
gia that they do not turn to 
of apples? 
orchard, and even a company for promoting 
the industry. But as a whole, it is lan- 
guishing and the tact does not reflect credit 
upon the business acumen of Georgia. For, 
if ever a fortune, an easy fortune, was neg- 
lected, it is the fortune that 
production of apples in Georgia. 

The Blue Ridge section of this state is 
ideally adapted to apple culture. Apples 
from Rabun county have taken prizes in 
national apple shows. Here in Atlanta, in- 
dividual orchards have made displays of 
fruit that would do credit to New England 
or to the famed apple belt of western Penn- 
sylvania. 

In practically all of the mountain coun- 
ties of the state there are hundreds of acres 
fitted by nature for transformation into 
orchards now lying idle. The sheltered 
coves in which apples thrive wondrously 
are abundant. The climate, which is just 
the proper severity and variation for firm, 
healthy fruit, is available. There is enough 
territory now virtually going to seed to 
produce apples to feed the whole country. 

But with apples, as with corn, wheat, 
oats, cattle and other products, (Georgia is 
sending money outside the state for the 
products that should be raised here. 

The wonder is greater from the fact 
that while thousands of dollars and incal- 
culable energy is invested in the peach 
crop, only an insignificant amount of time 
and money is spent on apples. And as 
between the investment values of the two 
crops, it is almost impossible to draw a

The peach, even of the hard- 
j st variety, is always menaced by a late 
frost. The apple survives many harsh 


frosts and thrives on weather that would 
destroy the peach. It has, of course, its 
insect foes, but they do not compare in 
number or virulence with those against 
which the peach grower must direct his 
efforts. 

The next few years ought to see a de 
cided turning to the apple industry.

HOW CAN GEORCIA PLUNDER 


AND PREACH TO TEACHERS 
IN ‘ONE AND SAME BREATH 


Editor Constitution: Your editorial 
pointing out the dangers of forcing the 
Bible into the common schools of Georgia 
Was printed in the same issue with news 
Stories that bear out seriatim all of your 
contentions. You report in this morning's 
Constitution the views of preachers of a 
number of denominations, These views sup- 
Ply at the very outset of the discussion, be- 
fore the bill has become a law, and in one 
city only out of the whole state, a conclusive 
demonstration of the’possibilities of dissen- 
sion and disagreement should Georgia make 
religious discussion mandatory in her public 
schools. 

The Rey. Dr. John E, White, of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church, ts unalterably opposed 
to the introduction of the Bible into the 
schools. His co-religionist, Dr. C. W. Daniel, 
of the First Baptist church, is in favor of 
the law, but he further complicates the sit- 
uation by qualifying his advocacy with the 
proviso that the children whose parents ob- 
ject to the Scripture readings be excused 
while they are in ‘progress. If that radical 
division holds in one denomination in the 
city of Atlanta, is it not probable it will 
manifest itself even more broadly in the 
Baptist denomination throughout the state? 
Dr. L. O. Bricker, of the First Christian 
church, is a proponent of the bill. But Dr. 
Dunbar Ogden, of the Central Presbyterian 
church, while approving the principle, would 
apply the same amendment as that favored 
by Dr. Dantel, of the First Baptist church. 
Dr. H. M. DuBose, of the First Methodist 
church, and Dr. A. R. Holderby, of the 
Moore Memorial church, spoke favorably to 
the bill. On the other hand, the Rev. Dr. 
C. B. Wilmer, pastor of St. Luke's Episcopal 
church, is on record against It. 

A Cat-Fight. i 

Now, here we have on a small scale, the 
differences and dissensions that spring up 
like weeds whenever there is the slightest 
suggestion of the trenching of state upon 
church, or vice versa. If the preachers are 
thus divided, is {t not logical to assume that 
the teachers will be even more so? And if 
both these vital elements are hopelessly In 
disagreement, what about the parents them- 
selves? 

-Are we not paving the way to an ecclesi- 
astical cat-fight in Georgia? Are we not 
encouraging such religious criminations and 
recriminations, and disputes about religion 
are the bitterest of all. as will stir up ugly 
and unreligious sentiments and animosities? 
Are We not practically inviting strife that 
will not only nullify the intent of the bill, 
but prove positively vicious by lghting 
bigotry and {ntolerance that may set back 
the churches fifty years in this state? For 
next to his home there is one thing you 
cannot invade, and that is a man's religion.

We 
therefore, decree by right of the Power vest- 
ed In us, that preachments upon honesty, 
fairness and the square deal shall be 
preached by you, with the state’s imprima- 
tur, daily to the children of the state.”

For forty-four years, or since the estabe 
lishment of her school System, the state of 
Georgia has been in the attitude of stealing 
from her country school teachers. The 
crime of the state has been progressive. It 
has now reached the point where the state 
works these consecrated women In the coun- 
try schools of Georgia ten months to a year 
without giving them a Penny of their very 
Small salaries. How does that chime with 
honor, with fairness, with square dealing— 
with the Bible? How does that harmonize 
with the principles thundered in the Sermon 
on the Mount or permanently embodied in 
the tables of stone that Moses broyght down 
from Sinai? 


What license nas any Georgia legislature 
to dictate righteousness to the schools of 
Georgia, so long as it fails to retrieve this 
fundamental wrong which it only can cor- 
rect?

VATICAN GUARDSMEN 
IN STATE OF MUTINY 


They Present Conditions 
Which They Will Remain 
in Service of Pope. 


on 


Rome, July 21.—Mutinous Swiss 
guardsmen at the vatitan today pre- 
sented to Cardinal Merry del Val. pa- 
pal secretary of siate, a memorial 
relating. their grievances and the con- 
ditions on which they are disposed to 
remain in the - service. The condi- 
tions are: 

“l. The dismissal of the commander 
of the Swiss guards. 

“2, An increase in the Swiss guards 
from 80 to 100. 

“3. The commander and all officers 
to” be chosen from among. themselves, 

“4. The abolition of the prohibition 
against the guards frequenting stores 
on the right bank of the Tiber and 
the granting of permission to frequent 
wine shops. F 

“3, A return-to the original system 
of military instruction with the abo- 
lition of bayonet drill, target shoot- 
ing ang the climbing of roofs to pro- 
tect the vatican from imaginary as- 
saults. 

“6. No punishments to be inflicted 
in connection with the present agi- 
tation.” 

Cardinal Merry del Val afterward 
conferred for a long time with the 
pope in an endeavor to find a satis- 
factory solution of the incident.- 

The Swiss guard at the vatican has 
existed since 1505, when it was form- 
ed by Pope Julius- Il. The men are 
recruited from the Swiss cantons of 
Zurich and Lucerne and‘ they~ enlist 
for a term of five years. They must 
be at least 6 feet in height and all of 
them belong to families in which it 
has become an hereditary custom to 
serve at the vatican. = 

Because of fears of graver insubor- 
dination the Swiss guards have been 
disarmed. The Italian police are ready 
to intervene in case of disturbances 
sheuld the vatican authorities request 
their assistance in the re-establishmeni 
of order:
